An Operation Rescue rally on Oct. 20 at 
Immaculata church on the University of 
San Diego campus drew more than 
1,000 rescuers but also attracted some 
pro-choice demonstrators and mounted 
police, who kept the protesters from the 
church and separated them from pro-life 
sign carriers, above. Inside the rally, An- 
gela Phelps, who recently spent 16 days 
in Las Colinas Prison for blocking 
entrances to abortion clinics, introduced 
Tia, the daughter of a woman she met in 
prison, right. Phelps told the standing- 
room only crowd that after ministering to 
Tia’s mother, she offered, after she got 
out of jail, to get the girl from the mother’s 
acquaintance, with whom the child was 
staying, during the mother’s incarcera- 
tion. Inmates started taking Phelps’ 
religious witness seriously when they 
discovered she was a former prostitute 
whose life was changed when she com- 
mitted her life to Christ. Father Bud 
Kaicher, diocesan director of youth and 
young adult ministries, and who is on 
probation for having been arrested at an 
abortion clinic, also addressed the as- 
sembly. The next day, more than 200 
rescuers were arrested at a La Mesa 
abortion clinic. The rescuers claimed 
that the La Mesa police inflicted uneces- 
sary torture in using pain compliance 
methods in removing them from the 
clinic.

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S.D. bishop 
urges aid 
for quake 
victims 


SAN DIEGO — Bishop Leo T. Maher is 
urging all the people in San Diego and Im- 
perial counties, especially the more than 
462,000 registered Catholics, to make finan- 
cial donations to help the earthquake victims 
in the four Northern Califomia dioceses 
recover from the disaster. 

In a statement issued Oct. 20, Bishop 
Maher also asked people to use the power of 
prayer for the victims of the Oct. 17 quake.. 

The Bishop’s Office and the diocese’s 
Catholic Charities are accepting and chan- 
neling cash donations to the four dioceses 
that experienced widespread losses. 

Bishop Maher’s statement follows: 

“The early Christians set a tradition of 
caring as they would collect and send aid to 
their fellow communities as needed. Today 
our fellow Christians, as well as all the 
people, in the four Norther California 
dioceses stricken by the recent earthquake 
need our prayers and our financial gifts as 
they seek to sustain themselves during this 
turbulent time and then begin to put their 
lives, their homes and their church facilities 
back in order. 

“We have heard of so many tragic stories 
from individuals of their personal suffering. 
Even with what we have seen and read in the 
news media, the trauma that has effected so 
many people in the earthquake area is 
beyond our comprehension as those persons 
assess and cope with the loss of life, the 
injuries and the damage to homes and 
facilities. 

“So I urge all of us in the Diocese of San 
Diego to contribute as generously as we can 
to help our brothers and sisters recover from 
this natural disaster inflicted on them. 

“We have already begun a Charities-to- 
Charities assistance program, whereby 
Catholic Charities of this diocese is collect- 
ing and sending financial aid to the Catholic 
Charities in the Archdiocese of San Francis- 
co as well as the dioceses of Oakland, San 
José and Monterey for providing necessary 
services and supplies. Checks can be made 
out to Catholic Charities and sent to 349 
Cedar St., San Diego, CA 92101. 

“Also, my office is accepting cash dona- 
tions that will be distributed as designated 
by the donor or, if undesignated, as re- 
quested by Archbishop John Quinn of San 
Francisco, Bishop John Cummins of Oak- 
land, Bishop Pierre DuMaine of San Jose 
and Bishop Thaddeus Shubsda of Monterey.

SAN DIEGO — St. Didacus parish 
school celebrated the 50th anniversary of 
its founding Oct. 19 with a Mass in the 
parish church followed by a reception for 
students, faculty and staff and 
parishioners on the school grounds. 

Msgr. Michael Coughlan, pastor of the 
Normal Heights parish, was the principal 
celebrant, 

Bringing up the Offertory gifts were 
eighth-grader Brian Shaw, his mother 
Cheryl and his grandfather, Leo, who 
both graduated from the school; Sister 
Marissa Loringer, CSC, the first child 
registered as a student at St. Didacus 
School; and Sister Vibiana Weber, CSC, 
the first Holy Cross vocation (from the 
school) and one of the school’s first music 
teachers. 

Also during the liturgical celebration, 
the student government - representatives 
were inducted. 

St. Didacus School was founded in 
1939 by Father Luke Deignan, who was 
invested as a monsignor in 1951. 

- The school had six classrooms and an 
enrollment of 160 students. Sister Rita 
Jane Dosch, a Sister of the Holy Cross, 
took over the duties of superior and 
principal, assisted by four other sisters. 

The nuns were housed at Mercy 
Hospital and Medical Center until St. 
Didacus Convent, now the rectory, was 
ready for occupancy. The present convent 
was relocated and built in 1940. 

At the end of the first year, Bishop 
Charles Buddy confirmed a class of 70 
children and 32 students received their 
First Holy Communion. 

The first graduating exercises were 
held in the church on June 13, 1941. 
Among the 20 pupils receiving diplomas 
was Father Richard Brown, SJ, now 
pastor of Our Lady of Guadalupe 
Church, San Diego. 

In 1948 Ruth Peck became the first 
president of what is now called the 
Parent-Teacher’s Guild. : 

Msgr. Deignan died of a heart attack in 
1968 after 38 years of service. The Sisters 
of the Holy Cross were also recalled to 
their motherhouse that same year. 

Father Michael Higgins, associate 
pastor at that time, served as pastor pro- 
tem from the time of Msgr. Deignan’s 
death until Father Charles Young was 
appointed pastor in 1969. 

At the time of his arrival, the school 
was in danger of closing. Father Young 
was able to bring the Sisters of Mercy 
from Tuam County, Ireland, to staff the 
school. Msgr. Young is now pastor at St. 
Rose of Lima Church, Chula Vista.

I have read very carefully your statement of policy 
relating to the matter of ‘‘endorsing political 
candidates’’ and ‘‘jeopardizing the tax-exempt status of 
the Diocese of San Diego’’ (Southern Cross, Oct. 12).

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Bishops suggest directives 


When California’s first AIDS legislation was 
introduced six years ago, there were 1,150 AIDS cases 
reported nationwide. Today, some 100,000 AIDS cases 
have been reported across the country and about 55,000 
people have died of the disease. 

Because effective and compassionate policies are 
crucial to combatting the disease, the California bishops 
suggested general directives for AIDS legislation in their 
two statements on AIDS issued in 1987 and 1988. 

In their April 1987 pastoral letter, “‘A Call to 
Compassion,’’ the bishops advocated legislation at all 
governmental levels to promote appropriate AIDS 
education in health and school programs, and to support 
community-based and homecare services and education 
for infected persons. 

In a January 1988 policy statement, ‘‘Principles and 
Guidelines for the Development of Public Policy 
Regarding AIDS/ARC,”’ the bishops suggested that 
legislation must also encourage cooperation with parents 
to develop interdisciplinary educational’ programs 
concerning the AIDS virus. 

During the current legislative session, the California 
Catholic Conference dealt with several bills which help 
to carry out these goals. Among these, two significant 
measures the CCC supported bear a closer look, though 
both were vetoed by Governor George Deukmejian. 

One measure, sponsored by Assemblyman Peter 
Chacon (D-San Diego), would have required the State 
Department of Health Services to develop AIDS 
educational prevention materials and health education, 
testing and counseling programs which are sensitive to 
cultural and linguistic differences among the various 
ethnic populations in the state. 

Chacon’s bill was initiated by the CCC after talk by 
Lourdes Arguelles, professor of social welfare at 
U.C.L.A, to the state’s Hispanic pastoral ministers in 


May 1988. Arquelles cited cultural and educational 
barriers to providing AIDS education to Hispanics and 
other groups with a disproportionately high incidence of 
AIDS. hf 

Another measure backed by the CCC, sponsored by 
Assemblywoman Teresa Hughes (D-Los Angeles), 
would have required all public schools to provide AIDS 
prevention instruction annually to students in grades 
7-12. 

Hughes’ measure would have required the governing 
board of each school district and county office of 
education to provide written notification to students’ 
parents or guardians describing the material that will be 
used during the AIDS instruction, offering an 
opportunity to preview all related instructional materials 
and informing them of their right to refuse or allow their 
child to receive the instruction. 

Hughes’ measure met the legislative considerations 
cited by the California bishops in their ‘‘Principles and 
Guidelines,’’ where they stated, ‘‘Since sex education 
inevitably involves moral values, such education 
requires the integral cooperation of parents, teachers, 
counselors, pastors and public officials ... to teach our 
young people the facts about this disease and about their 
own sexuality. At the same time, however, educational 
‘programs must always uphold the value of the family 
and in-school programs must be purely educational in 
nature.”’

It’s time for a change 


Change in Eastern Europe has taken place at almost 
breathtaking speed in recent months. Just as we were 
getting used to a Solidarity prime minister in Poland, 
there were nightly television pictures of a flood of 
refugees leaving East Germany. 

While we were still trying to come to terms with that 
astonishing news, we were told the Hungarian 
Communisty Party had voted itself out of existence. 
Realizing they were going to lose heavily in the 
upcoming elections, party members are desperately - 
trying to distance themselves from their party’s bloody 
past. It was an event not even the most rosy-eyed 
optimist would ever dared dream of. 

Even more remarkable was what didn’t happen. the 
Soviet Union is letting its former colonies break away 
with scarcely as word of protest. Pres. Gorbachev visited 
East Germany recently and rather than threatening a 
military crackdown urged its aging leaders to be more 
flexible. In the streets East German protestors were 
shouting, ‘“Gorby, Gorby!”’ 

Poland is now setting the standards in East Europe. 
People throughout the East bloc are saying, ‘‘If Poland 
can have a democratically elected government, why 
can’t we? If they can get away with breaking out of the 
Communist mold without the Russians sending in 
troops then we can too.’’ Poland has neutralized what 
had been the Communist’s major tool of control, and 
that is fear. 

What has caused this historic shift? Actually we don’t 
know, .and probably won’t for many years. But 
regardless of the reasons the bottom line result is what 
matters at present. The Soviet Union is no longer the 
same nation it was under Stalin, when the Cold War 
broke out. And it is no longer the same nation it was 
under Brezhnev, when the present military build-up 
began. : 

The Soviets have discovered that trying to govern by 
means of military force is a losing proposition, and

they’ re turning their attention to meeting the needs of 
people at home. They have a long way to go but it now 
appears beyond any doubt they are headed in a very 
different direction. 

This sudden and unexpected change has left U.S. 
policy-makers bewildered, and at least up until the 
present, paralyzed. Although the whole reason for the 
Cold War (and the arms race which it set off) has been to 
bring an end to the Soviet police state — and to bring 
freedom to Eastern Europe — no one seems to have ever 
thought about what we’d do if we actually succeeded. 

What we’ve actually done, in the absence of any other 
plan, is to continue the status quo, as if Stalin were still 
in the Kremlin. 

With the Soviets having withdrawn from 
Afghanistan, holding elections for a real parliament, 
giving the Baltic republics increased autonomy, allowing 
non-Communist governments fo form in Eastern 
Europe, and tens of thousands of East Germans to flee to 
West Germany, it’s becoming harder and harder to

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make a case for world domination. But we’re continuing @. 


the arms race as if nothing had changed. 

What people on both sides of the iron curtain have 
come to understand is that nations can be secure from 
external attack and still destroy themselves from within. 

The most dangerous problems of our times are 
human problems — like drugs and poverty. How these 
problems will be solved remains to be seen, but this 
much seems clear, they will not be solved by blindly 
continuing an outmoded arms race. The world has 
changed but we haven’t changed our thinking, or our 
spending. It’s time to look at the world with new eyes.

State’s bishops to plan 
strategy on abortion 


SAN DIEGO — California’s Catholic 
bishops announced a new committee to 
develop a statewide strategy on abortion, 
discussed plans for a pastoral statement 
on health care and reaffirmed their 
opposition to the state’s death penalty law 
during their annual fall meeting held this 
year in San Diego Oct. 17-18. 

The bishops reaffirmed their 
commitment to the U.S. bishop’s Pastoral 
Plan for Pro-Life Activities, emphasizing 
a three-pronged approach of education 
and public information, pastoral care for 
pregnant women and public policy efforts 
to outlaw abortion. 

The bishops new ad _ hoc _ pro-life 
committee will work especially on the 
educational approach of the U.S. bishops’ 
pro-life pastoral plan and formulate the 
California Catholic Conference’s 
legislative agenda on abortion to start 
gaining some protection in the state for 
the unborn.

Dorothy Boltz, a founding parishioner, 
considers the opening of the parish school 
in 1948 a major milestone in the church’s 
journey to its golden jubilee. 

Other additions to the parish plant 
include a parish hall and rectory built in

Another founding parishioner, 
Catherine Stumborg, acknowledged the 
many changes her parish has undergone 
but noted one constant — ‘‘a spirit of love 
of God and the church ... a spirit that has 
been handed down to the generations.’’

The results of the meeting were related 
at a press conference Oct. 18 by Bishop 
Leo T. Maher and Jesuit Father William 
J. Wood, executive director of the 
California Catholic Conference. In the 
wake of the U.S. Supreme Court’s 
Webster decision, which restored states 
some right to regulate abortion, ‘‘the 
most pressing issue is to attain some type 
of protection for the unborn,”’ said Father 
Wood. 

The bishops are not backing off from a 
“‘total ban on abortion,’’ he said, but 
added that such a ban could take decades 
to achieve. 

The thrust of the bishops’ educational 
program will be aimed at ‘‘dispelling a 
tremendous amount of ignorance that is 
hidden behind the rhetoric on both sides 
of the increasingly polarized abortion 
debate,’’ said Father Wood. 

Bishop Maher dispelled the idea, which 


‘ he said is being propagated, that a 


Catholic can be pro-choice. A pro-choice 
view is ‘‘contrary to church teaching,’’ he 
asserted to the media. 

He also criticized the media for a pro- 
choice bias indicated by the preferred 
treatment of reports of pro-choice 
activities over those of pro-life. 

The bishops proposed pastoral letter on 
health care concerns, ‘scheduled for 
release in 1990, is expected to focus on the 
increasingly critical issue of access to 
health care. 

The bishops reaffirmed their 1985 
statement, “‘A Call to Discipleship,”’ 
opposing the death penalty because, they 
said, executions could begin in California 
again before the end of the year.

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‘Holy place of remembering’ dedicated 


First church built 
for Nativity parish

RANCHO SANTA FE — “A holy 
place of remembering ... who we are (as 
the people of God) and where we’re 
going’’ is how Msgr. Dennis Clark, 
pastor of the four-year-old Nativity 
parish, proudly describes the 
community’s first church that serves 350 
families in Rancho Santa Fe and the 
affluent Fairbanks Ranch developments. 

The church was dedicated Oct. 21 in an 
hour-and-a-half liturgy, that featured the 
inspirational music of a 40-voice choir 
from St. Brigid parish, Pacific Beach, 
accompanied by the brass and tympani of 
Westwind Brass. Bishop Leo T. Maher 
blessed the church with holy water and 
anointed its walls and the altar with holy 
oils. . 

Near the end of the liturgy, Bishop 
Maher officially invested the pastor as a 
monsignor, a honorary prelate of the 
pope, to the enthusiastic applause of 
parishioners. 

The congregation of several hundred 
persons filled the church, which Msgr. 
Clark calls a modern adaptation of the old 
missions. 


The church is enclosed by a wall, which 
is set far off the street. People enter the 
courtyard through two 9-by-16 foot gates, 
where they will find an orange grove and 
fountain and be surrounded by the 
church, the commons (social area), parish 
offices and rooms for meetings and 
classes. 


The whole complex is designed as a 
place of rest and contemplation, a holy 
place of quiet- repose, as well as a warm 
and gracious home for the Chrisitian 
community, Msgr. Clark said.

The church is dominated by a 10-foot, 
antique cross lighted naturally from a side 
window, a tabernacle and a simple stone 
altar with a rare bronze slab.

Cardinal’s 
words 
misread 


NEWARK, N.J. — The inflamed 
rhetoric that followed Polish Cardinal 
Josef Glemp’s comments on Poles and 
Jews in August was based on a complete 
misreading of the cardinal’s words, said 
veteran Catholic-Jewish expert Msgr. 
John M. Oesterreicher. 

The cardinal’s words were ‘‘outspoken 
but not bellicose, frank but not rancorous 

..a plea for understanding among 

believers in God,’’ Msgr. Oesterreicher 
said in a long essay published in 
September as a special four-page insert in 
The Catholic Advocate, newspaper of the 
Newark Archdiocese. 

Msgr. Oesterreicher, an Austrian Jew 
who became a Catholic as a young: man 
and who narrowly escaped the Nazis 
when Germany annexed Austria before 
World War II, said the ‘“‘string of 
imprudent, indeed angry words’’ that 
followed Cardinal Glemp’s remarks was 
based on a distortion of both the tone and 
the content of his sermon. 


High hopes for Soviet 
meeting with the pope 

KLINGENTHAL, France —_. The 
Soviet government hopes President 
Mikhail Gorbachev’s upcoming meeting 
with Pope John Paul II will open a new 
period of collaboration with the church, 
especially on peace and social issues, a 
Soviet representative said. 

Evgeny Silin, vice president of the 
Soviet Committee for European Security 
and Cooperation, said the country’s 
leaders believe the meeting will be very 
useful for the cause of ‘‘peace and 
cooperation.’’ 

“T think it will represent a new stage in 
our relations with the Catholic Church,’’ 
Silin told reporters Oct. 18 before the 
start of a Catholic-Marxist dialogue in 
Klingenthal. 


Lithuania to recognize 
two Religious feasts 


MOSCOW — Soviet authorities in 
Lithuania have declared Christmas and 
All Saints’ Day official holidays, making 
Lithuania the first Soviet republic to 
recognize the religious feasts. 

Ludvikas Sabutis, secretary of the 
Lithuanian Supreme Soviet, announced 
the new holidays Oct. 18, the Soviet news 
agency Tass reported. Lithuania is the 
only one of 15 Soviet republics in which 
the majority of the population is Catholic.

Removal of feeding 
tube unconstitutional 


WASHINGTON — There is no 
constitutional privacy right that allows 
termination of life through removal of 
feeding tubes from a comatose woman, 
the U.S. Catholic Conference told the 
U.S. Supreme Court Oct. 16. 

Thus, the Missouri Supreme Court 
ruling that forbade the family of 32-year- 
old Nancy Cruzan to remove her water 
and food tubes should be upheld, the 
USCC asserted in a friend-of-the-court 
brief. The USCC, public action agency 
of the National Conference of Catholic 
Bishops, addressed a pending Supreme 
Court .case, Cruzan vs. Director of 
Missouri Department of Health.

WASHINGTON — Arab-American 
groups and Jewish groups welcomed the 
U.S. bishops’ proposed Middle East 
statement, but both have expressed 
concerns with portions of the statement.

One objection is the difference in 
language used to refer to Israel and a 
potential independent Palestinian 
territory. The proposed statement speaks 
of a ‘‘sovereign state’’ of Israel while a 
future Palestinian entity is called a 
“‘homeland with a sovereign status.’’ 

Khalil Jahshan of the National 
Association of Arab-Americans said Oct. 
18 that his group has asked for 
‘symmetry’? in language dealing with 
that question. 

The Synagogue Council of American, 
a Jewish organization, was particularly 
troubled by the document’s call for 
Palestinian sovereignty. It said it will seek 
to lobby individual bishops on that section 
of the document. 

The Anti-Defamation League of B’nai 
B’rith called the sovereignty 
recommendation ‘‘flawed’’ and urged the 
bishops to reconsider it.

The boycott is a non-violent strategy 
that demonstrates the corporate stance of 
over 1,300 women nationwide and their 
efforts to bring about fundamental 
changes in South Africa.

Cola vending machines from its 
motherhouse and will not purchase any 
Coca-Cola products. 

The company claims to have 
withdrawn from South Africa by 
relocating its syrup plant from South 
Africa to Swaziland. However, Swaziland 
is subject to South Africa’s economic and 
political control.

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Horror of 
apartheid 
depicted

Director Euzhan Palcy attempts to 
boost the black perspective in ‘‘A Dry 
White Season’’ (MGM), her adaptation 
of Andre Brink’s 1979 novel about 
apartheid in South Africa. As a result, she 
manages to carefully juxtapose the 
political awakening of the book’s white 
protagonist with the horrifying plight of 
the black characters who jolt him into 
taking a stand. 


Slowly, and without stooping to grand 
moral flourishes, the film traces the 
growing awareness of white Afrikaner 
schoolteacher Ben du Toit (Donald 
Sutherland) to the abuse of blacks during 
the 1976 Soweto uprisings. Somehow Ben 
and his privileged family have managed 
to remain blinded to the cruel reality of 
apartheid until their black gardener, 
Gordon (Winston Ntshona), and _ his 
young son become its gruesome statistics. 
Although Ben uses his influence to 
investigate the young’ boy’s 
disappearance during a demonstration by 
the black schoolchildren of Soweto, 
Gordon’s own search for his boy. leads 
him to his own grave. 


The reality of Gordon’s grim life finally 
sinks in for Ben when he’s forced to 
identify Gordon’s fatally beaten body. He 
hires a prominent human rights attorney, 
Ian McKenzie (Marlon Brando) and 
charges the sadistic. police chief, Capt. 
Stolz (Jurgen Prochnow), with Gordon’s

murder. Cynical McKenzie knows the 
trial will be an exercise in futility, yet he 
takes the case and Ben seals his fate as an 
anti-apartheid activist working 
underground with Gordon’s wife Emily 
(Thoko Ntshinga) and her activist friend 
Stanley (Zakes Mokae) to build a case 
against Stolz. 

Brando’s much-heralded presence here 
is too brief to be politically important, but 
Sutherland powerfully evokes Ben’s 
naivete and painful realization that his 
white compatriots are morally bankrupt. 
Bound by his conscience, which is 
remarkably absent in his racist wife (Janet 
Suzman), daughter (Susannah Harker) 
and employer, Ben forges ahead with 
Gordon’s case with no thought of how his 
activism will ultimately threaten his own 
life. 

Despite its brief but brutal scenes of 


violence in which schoolchildren are shot 
at point-blank range or beaten to death 
during their peaceful Soweto 
demonstrations and the clear implications 
of grim prison tortures, ‘‘A Dry White 
Season ’’ can and should be shared and 
discussed by parents and older adolescent 
children. Not only will it conjure up 
comparisons with the Holocaust, but it 
also points up the dilemmas and risks of 
those who continue to fight racism at the 
cost of their own lives. 

Black director Palcy, a native of 
Martinique, tacks on a double-edged 
vigilante ending that will provide little 
catharsis. However, few will miss the 
promise offered by Ben’s adolescent son 
Johan (Rowen Elmes) who stands to carry 
on the work of his father.

Heritage of Catholic literature revealed

What do St. Thomas Aquinas, Jacques 
Maritain, Dante and St. John of the 
Cross have in common? They were all, of 
course, prominent Catholics. And they all 
wrote at least one great work that is 
discussed in one of these books. 

Dinesh D’Souza has surveyed the rich 
heritage of Catholic literature and chosen 
20 authors who have written classic 
works. For each of those works, he has 
provided an essay discussing the work and 
the author. 

D’Souza gives some background on 
each writer, setting each in his or her 
historical time, explaining something 
about their thought, and giving some 
notice to other writings. Within this 
context, he discusses the specific work in 
question, closely examining it, fitting it 
into the writer’s life and times, and also 
examining its lasting influence. 

The range is truly breath-taking, from 
the familiar to the not so familiar. In 
addition to those mentioned above, the 
reader will encounter the passion and 
beauty of St. Augustine’s Confessions, the 
common sense of St. Benedict’s Monastic 
Rule, the scholarship of the great 
historians Eusebius and the Venerable 
Bede, the fire of Pascal’s Pensees and the 
simple glow of St. Therese of Lisieux’s 
Story of a Soul. 


One perhaps surprising selection is 
C.S. Lewis’s Mere Christianity. Lewis was 
an Anglican, but D’Souza says that 
“*... It is hard to imagine a more Catholic 
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work in the twentieth century than Mere 


Christianity.’? While that statement is 
certainly open to serious debate, 
nonetheless, Lewis’s sensibility was 


fundamentally Catholic, and his inclusion 
is commendable. 

D’Souza is at his best discussing those 
works that are probably least likely to be 
read by the modern reader. These are the 
complex theological and philosophical 
works that form the cornerstones of 
Catholic thought. 


They include Aquinas’s Summa 
Theologica, Boethius’s Consolation of 
Philosophy, St. Anselm’s Proslogion,

D’Souza has done a service for those 
who won’t be reading this material and 
has presented a good introduction to those 
who will. 

One thing distinguishes all of -the 
authors discussed in these books — they 
all devoted their lives to the relentless 
pursuit of the truth. And they all found it, 
as their works testify. Their words will 
serve to inspire and encourage others in 
that same pursuit. One hopes that, after 
reading these appreciations, people will 
seek out the original works. One also 
hopes that there might be further 
installments in this fine series.

Survey documents impact of 
horror films on youth culture 


ILLINOIS — A recent survey of 100 
children, ages, 10- to 13-years-old, 
conducted by the National Coalition on 
Television Violence in Champaign, Il., 
reported that Freddy and Jason, the 
sadistic heroes of two Hollywood horror 


film series are better known to-children | 


than many famous Americans including 
Abraham Lincoln, George Washington, 
Martin Luther King and Dan Quayle. 

The survey found that 89 percent of the 
children surveyed had seen at least one 
episode of the ‘‘Friday the 13th’’ or 
“Nightmare on Elm Street’’ horror film 
series. 

Jason and Freddy were identified by 72 


and 62 percent, respectively, in the name 
identification survey test. Dan Quayle 
was the only political/historical figure to 
crack the 60 percent mark, scoring 62 
percent. 

The coalition has begun a national 
boycott campaign against the two TV 
series which air nationwide each week on 
syndicated television. Coors Beer has 
already told the coalition it would 
withdraw its advertising from ‘‘Freddy’s 
Nightmares.”’ 

The coalition is also calling on the 


‘motion picture industry to require an 


educational message on any film R-rated 
because of violence.

Local school program 
‘POPS’ with success

SAN DIEGO .— ‘‘Positive 
reinforcement breeds success,”’ said Joan 
Oliver, third-grade teacher at Sacred 
Heart School, Ocean Beach. ‘‘It’s 
wonderful to see how kids feel when they 
are praised and encouraged to be their 
best selves.’’ 

Positive reinforcement is part of a 
newly implemented program at the 
school. The Power of Positive Students 
(POPS) is a systematic program that 
focuses on helping students, parents and 
teachers to build positive attitudes, life 
skills and competencies. 

The program was implemented by the 
new principal, Bob Hamm. His previous 
experience with the program was such a 
success that he introduced the program to 
the Ocean Beach school immediately. 

“If kids feel good about themselves and 
have a good self-concept, everything falls 
in line — they feel better and they do 
better work,’’ he explained. 

The program includes various activities 
within the classroom which promote self- 
esteem, such as .book reading and 
discussing positive attitudes, he said. 

The activities are broken down into two 
grade groups, K-4, and 5-8. From there, 
the activities are divided into categories of 
modeling, conditioning and positive 


reinforcement. 

Throughout the year, students can also 
receive Goodfinder Cards for going out of 
their way to help someone. The cards are 
signed by the parents and at the end of 
each month, students with the cards 
receive a special treat. 

Each morning over the intercom, 
Hamm announces a positive thought for 
the day, provided by the POPS program. 
Each class then briefly talks about the 
thought. 

Hamm said he believes the program is 
vital because it is ‘‘developing, at the 
earliest age possible, a positive self- 
concept about yourself.’’ 

Third-grade teacher Oliver said 
positive reinforcement is not a new idea, 
but the program forces teachers to 
become aware of it and to follow through. 
‘‘The focus is now on the good rather 
than the bad,”’ she said. 

Oliver credits the principal for the 
success of the program. ‘‘He’s very 
positive himself and that ripples out to all 
of us. That’s what makes it work and why 
it’s effective.’ 

The school will soon be offering 
workshops for parents through the Power 
of Positive Parenting program: Hamm 
said this program will work in conjuction 
with POPS by creating a_ positive 
atmosphere at home in addition to the 
school environment.

Keep your dreams big 


There are plenty of practical-minded 
teen-agers. What we really need is more 
young dreamers. 

Practical-minded teens grow to have 
practical jobs and they live practical, 
productive lives. Good for them. But the 
dreamers will lead us into the future. 

The first step in any big 
accomplishment is a big dream. Goals set 
the mind in motion and the body in 
action. Ray Kroc imagined that if one 
made a good hamburger and charged a 
low price, a lot of them would sell. Now 
they serve Big Macs from Tokyo to 
Moscow. 

John F. Kennedy thought that America 
could put men on the moon before 1970, 
and it did. A group of young men 
working in their garage dreamed of 
building a computer so small and 
inexpensive that everyone could own one. 
They called it the Apple. Jaime Escalante 
thought he could teach young men and 
women from the barrio how to do 
calculus, and his story, told in the film 
“Stand and Deliver,’’ became a national 
inspiration. 

Dreams set the outside limits of 
accomplishment. It is impossible to 
achieve what you have not imagined 
yourself achieving. If you want to do 
more with your life than settle for 
whatever is readily available, you need to 
think about and believe in your dreams. 

Three thing keep people from holding 
lofty dreams, conspiring to keep dreamers 
from really pursuing their goals. 

First is the fear of failure. When you try 
to do something out of the ordinary, there 
is always the chance of falling short. Play 
it safe, some practical-minded people 
think, instead of getting their hopes up. 
But even if your success isn’t complete, 
when you pursue a special dream you 
move far beyond those who settle for 
whatever is easy to come by. 

' Second is a tendency to focus on 
problems instead of solutions. Anybody 


can see how hard it might be to 
accomplish an important project. The 
difficultiesare real, and even the dreamer ' 
must recongnize them. But the practical- 
minded person feels finished after 
identifying the problem, while the 
dreamer goes further, asking, ‘‘How can 
this problem be solved?’’ One stops, the 
other goes on. The dreamer keeps moving 
past the problems toward achievement of 
the goal.

Third is the belief that life’s big dreams 
belong to someone else. Lots of teens 
seem to think that a breed of special 
young women and men have somehow 
received magical powers for achievement. 
Practical-minded teens think that 
somebody else will have the adventures 
and do the great things. Dreamers don’t 
necessarily know how much they can 
accomplish in their lives, but they want to 
find out. 

Your country needs a lot of dreamers 
these days. We need 1,000 teens’ with 
dreams of curing AIDS. We _ need 
dreamers who want to find new ways to 
teach retarded children. We are looking 
for some young people inspired to help 
our cities’ poor find dreams of their own, 
so they have choices other than crime and 
crack. 

So dream big. Apply to the best college 
in your state. Shoot at owning the 
company where you work, not just 
holding down a good job. Dream of 
designing the cars and computers of the 
future or starting the service businesses to 
keep them running. We need young 
leaders, and one of them can be you.

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Quake wrecks church 
facilities in4 dioceses

The Oct. 17 devastating earthquake in 
Northern California wrecked Oakland’s 
cathedral and St. Joseph Seminary in Los 
Altos in the Diocese of San José, both of 
which may be beyond repair as is at least one 
Catholic church, St. Patrick’s, in Watsonville 
in the Monterey diocese. All three structures 
may have to be razed. 

A workman who was ina St. Joseph Semi- 
nary tower when the 6.9 quake hit was fatally 
injured. Curtis Currin, 24, of Half Moon Bay, 
was trapped when most of the tower of the 
St. Joseph College Seminary collapsed. He 
died later in the El Camino Hospital 

The seminary’s 57 students and faculty 
were moved to St. Patrick’s Seminary in 
Menlo Park, about 15 miles away in. the 
Archdiocese of San Francisco. 

Damages to church and school structures 
in San Francisco were estimated at more 
than $1 million by the archdiocese. 

In the Monterey diocese other churches 
besides the one in Watsonville were severely 
damaged, including Sacred Heart Church in 
Hollister, which will probably never be used 
again, Bishop Thaddeus Shubsda said. 

Bishop Shubsda described a shocking 
scene of devastation to houses and buildings 
in the tiny town often referred to as 
“earthquake city.” 

Mission San Juan Batista on the San 
Andreas Fault was miraculously unscathed 
by the quake and suffered only loss of plaster 
and adobe. 

Several Catholic schools in the Monterey 
diocese sustained structural damage and 
were to remain closed until safety engineers 
could assess the damage.

Archbishop John R. Quinn told wor- 
shipers Oct. 20 at a special Mass for 
earthquake victims at St. Vincent de Paul 
Church in the hard-hit Marina district that “I 
certainly pray with you to our good God that 
he will relieve us of this tragedy as soon as 
possible.” 

As he began another special Mass Oct. 22 
in his St. Mary’s Cathedral, the archbishop 
placed San Francisco and the rest of the 
stricken area under the protection of Our 
Lady of Guadalupe, asking her to pray that 
all its residents were spared further tragedy. 

Bishop John S. Cummins of Oakland said 
Oct. 19 that his earthquake-damaged 
Cathedral of St. Francis de Sales may have 
to be replaced, but whatever the decision it 
“will impact the diocese severely.” 

Father William V. Macchi, Oakland 
diocesan vicar general, told Catholic News 
Service Oct. 19 that he did not expect a 
decision on the free-standing masonry struc- 
ture built a century ago to be made for at least 
a week. 

In the meantime, services will be held a 
block away in the First Baptist Church, he 
said. 

No earthquake insurance was carried by 
the Oakland diocese, Father Macchi said, 
because the ‘“‘cost was prohibitive.” Six to 
10 years ago, when it was dropped, insurance 
cost almost $1 million a year and then
